‘As a result of a long and animated session

All these important steps, which resulted

it. In effect the administration has decided 
to hold that the legal heir and assign of 
the republic of Colombia is the republic of 
Panama. 
This is a simple legal proposition apparent - 
ly, but it has momentous consequences. The 
Spooner act authorised the president to ne- 
gotiate with the republic of Colombia and the 
concession granted by the Panama Canal 
company was derived from that government. 
There was considérable difference of opinion 
in congress as to whether any payment could 


lation because the constitution and acts of 
congress both require that no money shall be 
taken from the United States treasury except 
as a result of a specificappropriation. Many 
of the democratic hairsplitters and some re- 
publicang as well took the ground that an 
authority to pay money to Colombia could 
not be tortured into an authority to pay 
money to Panama. 

‘The president and his advisers have swept 
away all these cobwebs by determining that 
the intent of the Spooner law was to pay 
money to the government which owned the 
line of the canal. Hence they take the ground 
that Panama, whether separated from Co- 
lombia forcibly or peaceably, was in actual 
possession of the canal zone and hence was 
the legal heir of the republic of Colombia.. 
It was held in a general way that the whole 
intent of the Spooner act was to acquire title 
to the canal zone. The United States having 
recognized the republic of Panama as an in- 
dependent nation, in that way recognized its 
ownership of the canal strip. Therefore tts 
now held, as decided by the cabinet today, 
that everything in the Spooner act referring 
to the republic of Colombia can be and should 
be referred to the republic of Panama. 

Acting under this decision the state de- 
partment was instructed to notify Panama 
that the payment of $10,000,000 to that na- 
tion will be made by the United States 
whenever the proper person is appoirited to 
receive the money. It was announced at 
tne cabinet meeting also that the republic 
of Panama, which starts out without any 
national debt, is in a position to make a pe- 
culiar arrangement as to the disposal of 
the bonus it will receive from the Unites 
States. Panama has ed to buy 88. 
000,000 worth of United States bonds and 
hold them as an investment, the income to 
be used in paying a portion of the ordinary 
expenses of the isthmian government, the 
sum of $2,000,000 to be taken in cash and be 
used for the pressing emergencies in antici- 
pation of the establishment of an adequate 
system of taxation throughout the republic 
of Panama. It has reported to the cabinet 
that there was money enough in the treasury 
to make this payment at once, but it is sup-

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sia and America Must End. 


Washington, D. C., March 1—[Special.}— 
Publie sentiment in Russia and the United 
States has drifted into such a condition 
as to become a matter of grave considera- 
tion in official circles. Cables from St. 
Petersburg for several weeks have own 
that the Russian press hes reflected the 
sense of injury and resentment toward the 
United States and has caused a wave of 
hostility to sweep over the empire.. This 
is regarded here as a refiex of the popular 
‘Wave of sympathy for Japan which occurred 
in the United States at the outbreak of hos- 
‘tilities, and has continued ever since. 


Hostility in Both Nations. 


While the relations between the govern- 
ments are friendly and while neither has any 
cause for complaint against the other, there 
is undeniably an anti-American feeling in 
Russia and an anti-Russian and pro-Japan- 
ese feeling in the United States. There are 
indications that this hostility may take the 
form of commercial reprisal on the part of 
Russia. Merchants in that country are re- 
ported ‘to be revoking contracts and cancel- 
ing orders with American firms. — 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassador, 
this afternoon declared positively that the 
relations between Russia and the United 
States. were of a most amicable character. 


Russian Resentment Admitted. 


“Have you noticed the hostile tone re- 
cently employed by the Russian press ih dis- 
cussing the attitude of the United States on

“I have noticed it with regret,” replied the 
Russian ambassador. “It is useless to ig- 
nore it. I have also noticed a similar hostile 
tone employed by many newspapers in the 
United States. This has had a tendency to 
create among the people of Russia and the 
people of the United States a feeling of dis- 
trust and hostility toward each other, which 
every patriotic American and Russian must 
deplore. 
Hostility Must Be Checked.

Clay, your minister to Russia, said to the 
United States. diplomatic representative: 
‘So much more had he-hopes of the perpetu- 
ity of the friendship between two nations 
now that, in addition to all former ties, we 
were bound together by common sympathy 
and the common cause of emancipation.’ ’ 


Russia Did Send Fleet. 

“It has been asserted and denied that the 
Russian government sent its feet to America 
during the ci war as an evidence of its 
friendly desire to have the union maintained. 
Have you any personal knowledge on that 
point?” | 

“I remember the incident well. It was at 
the beginning of my diplomatic career. I 
was secretary to Prince Gortchacoff at that 
time, when he was minister of foreign at- 
fairs. I remember it from conversations and 
discussions in the ministry, all of which 


were in the direction of showing how abso- 


lutely friendly we were to this country, and 
how well we were disposed. Undoubtedly 
the fleet was sent to America for the purpose 
alleged, and because of the hostile attitude 
of more than one other European power.” 


Starts in Kisheneff Affair. 


“To what, then, do you ascribe the hos- 
titty voiced in various sections of this coun- 
ment that comes from Russia?“ 
“I ascribe it largely to the outgrowth of 
the Kisheneff incident and to the machina- 
tions of agents of other countries whose in- 
terests are best served by creating distrust 
between your governmént and mine. Ks 
In this interview I disclaim any intention 
of speaking for the officials of the govern- 
ment of Russia or for Russian society. I 
speak for the people. Even the Jews in Rus- 
sia have forgotten Kishéneff and are aiding 
the government. 

No Grounds for Hostility. 
“The American and Russian people never 
had the slightest motive for any difference. 
Every man who has gone to Russia could 
see what feeling there was toward an Amer- 
ican. The Russian knows of that traditional 
friendship that has existed between the two 
countries for more than 180 years. His 
feeling toward Americans has been absolute- 
ly different from that towrad other nation- 
alities. This was cemented by the fact that 
America, when we had a famine, sent ships 
laden with flour and provisions. French- 
have been well received in Russia, but 
especially well Americans.” 

Not All for Japan. 

“Do you regard this sentiment against 
Russia and in favor of Japan in this coun- 
try as overwhelming?” 
Not overwhelming, but one sided. I know 
u great many persons in the United States 
have not joined in what I might term the hue 
and cry against Russia. It is not encouraged 
by your government. You probably have 
many millions of persons in your total popu- 
lation who do not sympathize with Japan. I 
myself have evidence of this fact every day 
in letters and telegrams which reach me; in 
resolutions passed by clubs and societies. 
Japan's precipitancy and Russia's unpre- 
paredness alike show that our wishes were 
not to make war and that we were 
to avoid war. What has hurt Russians more 
than the perfidy of Japan has been the re- 
joicing in so many quarters here that Russia 
was caught unprepared and that a hard blow 
in the dark was struck at her as a nation. 
This feeling is being assisted by persons em- 
ployed by other nations, who are seeking to

“On Feb. 1 the military commandant at 
Viadivostok, under the orders of his gov- 
ernment, requested the Japanese commercial 
agent at that port to notify his nation that 
a state of siege might be proclaimed at any 
moment and they must make immediate prep- 
arations to withdraw to Habnrovsk. 


1 Menace by Russiem Fleet. 

„About the same date all of the warships: 
at Port Arthur, except a battleship then 
under repairs, made a naval demonstration 
by leaving port, while troops were advanced 
in large numbers from Liaoyang toward the 
Yalu. 

“In view of these facts who can say that 
Russia had no warlike intentions or that 
she was unprepared for war? Seeing that 
the situation had become so critical that it 
admitted of no further delay the Japanese 
government was compelled to break off ne- 
gotiations that had proved abortive nnd to 
take the necessary steps for self-protection. 
But the responsibility for the challenge to 
war rests not with Japan but solely with 
Russia.

GIVES JAPAN’S VIEW OF WAR. 


Minister T Declares Russia’s 
Encroachments in Far East Were 
Menace to Mikado’s Kingdom. 


New York, March 1.- 1.—Under the title, 

“Why Japan Resists Russia,” Mr. Taka- 
hira, the Japanese minister at Washington, 
discusses the causes of the present conflict 
in the forthcoming number of the North 
American Review. 

‘Mr. Takahira points out the grounds for 
his government's belief that Russia's en- 
croachments in the far east were a menace 
to Japan, inasmuch as the absorption of | 
Manchuria meant the inevitable sequence. 
of such action, the absorption of Corea.” 


Other Powers Not Menaced. 

After explaining in some detail the events 
that led up to the war, he says: 

There is no foundation for the belief that 
Japan was prompted to war by ambition or 
that her success, if happily abe be suc- 
cessful, implies any danger to other nations. 
To thoughtful Japanese there can be no 
greater cause for wonder than the conjecture 
whether their country’s success may not 
be the precursér of a new alignment of 
races, oriental on the one side, Caucasian 
én the other. To them it seems no more 
than a chimerical dream, a suggestion of 
memories of the age of Genghis Khan, im- 
possible of achievement in thése better days 
of intimate intercourse and mutual inter- 
dependence among all nations. 


Race Question Not Involved. 
Let me add also that those who endeavor 
to attach some measure of reproach to Ja- 
pan by characterizing this as a war between 
a Christian and non-Christian country fail 
utterly to appreciate the efforts my country- 
men have made to conform to the spirit as 
civilies- 
tion. 

Freedom of 8 belief is as firmly 
guaranteed in Japan as in any country in 
the world; and I speak with no thought of 
self-laudation or of invidious comparison 
when I express the belief that rectitude of 
thought and conduct will be as fully exempli- 
ned by the actions of my countrymen during 
the present struggle ae by those of their ad. 
versaries.

Russia Is Victor in Present War the 
Fate of the Hermit Kingdom Is 
Senled—On the Other Hand, Japan's

PARIS, March 1.—In anticipation of the 
negotiations: which will follow the Russo- 


Japanese war it is feared that Japan, even if 


victorious, will find that she cannot live up 
to the high principles to which she has 
pledged herself. Her expenses and losses 
will be great, and Corea, having been occu- 
pied and serving as a field of battle, will be 
one of the subjects of negotiations. 


Russia Ready to Seize Corea. 

If Russia is victorious Corea’s fate, so far 
as Russian diplomacy can make it, is sealed. 

A consideration of the attitude of the Euro- 
pean powers shows that Corea has little to 
hope for from them, Great Britain being ex- 
pected to agree to greater Japanese control 
over the hermit kingdom, while France and 
Germany would not oppose Russia in the 
event of her being victorious. 3 

The hopes of the Coreans, therefore, are 
centering on the United States, and when the 
negotiations are begun an urgent appeal will 
be submitted to the president to use his good 
offices, as provided by the treaty between the 
two states.

TOKIO, March 1.—Powerful independent 
papers state that the new Japanese-Corean 
protocol merely expresses the terms of what 
already existed in fact and what was recog- 
nized by other powers—namely: Japan’s com- 
mercial and strategical preéminence in Corea, 
for which she has been forced to fight twice 
in ten years. 

A short cut would have been to disregard 
the independence of Corea and carry out the 
necessary reforms, but Japan must maintain 
her present honorable position so long as 
Corea keeps good faith or until, acknowledg- 
ing her inherent weakness, she invites annex- 
ation by Japan.

TOKIO, March 1.—Much attention is given 
here to a telegram from Vienna intimating 
that mediation has been mooted by the pow- 
ers. The Jiji Shimbun, the most influential 
‘of the independent Japanese newspapers, 
says intervention might be natural if war 
is prolonged, but altogether it would be pre- 
mature now. 

Japan could not accept mediation unless 
‘her original demands were conceded and fu- 
ture peace guaranteed. Russia, too, would 
have to pay a reasonable indemnity for the 
expense Japan has borne in checking Rus- 
sian aggression. She has been compelled 
constantly to increase her armaments, there- 
by hampering commerce. 
It is stated the Japanese consul at Chefoo 
warned the Great Northern Telegraph com- 
pany that any attempt to repair the cable 
between Chefoo and Port Arthur would be 
a breach of neutrality. The company re- 
plied that no attempt to repair the line would 
be made without enen from the gov- 
ernment.

Case of Long Standing—Dr. Arthur 


Bevan, Who Is in Charge, Expects a 


Prompt Recevery, but Patient Will 

Be in Presbyterian Hospital at Least 

Three Weeks. |

President William R. Harper of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, who has suffered from 
appendicitis for the last four weeks, was 
operated on yesterday morning at the Pres- 
byterian hospital. The patient ralHed from 
the operation and passed a satisfactory day, 
though suffering considerable pain. Last 
night his physician, Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan, 
said that his condition was excellent. 

In removing the appendix,” said Dr. 
Bevan, “ firm adhesions were found, making 
the operation prolonged. Dr. Marper stood 
the operation well and the prospects for his 
recovery are good.“ 

Late Bulletin Favorable. 

Later in the evening Dr. Bevan issued the 
following bulletin at the hospital: 

“Dr. Harper’s condition is satisfactory. 
His pulse is 84 and his temperature 99.4, with 
the usual amount of restlessness which fol- 
lows such operations. There will be no more 
bulletins tonight.“ | 

Mrs. Harper was with her husband until 
late in the evening, when she returned to the 
university.

REFORMER IN HONGKONG 


KANG YU WEI FINDS SHELTER 
UNDER BRITISH FLAG. 


Brilliant Cantonese Student, Who 
Joined with the Young Emperor in 
the Efforts to Remake an Old Em- 
pire, Brought on the Boxer Revolt 
and the Siege of the Foreign Lega- 
tions in 1900—Tragedy Follows the 
Famous Hundred Days.

peror then attempted to leave the palace, 
intending to ask an asylum at the nearest 
foreign legation until he could assemble 
other troops around him for his protection. 
Accompanied by his most faithful eunuch, he 
passed through court after court of the 
palace grounds and had reached the bridge 


beyond which was the last gate and a safe 


escape, when a body of eunuchs overtook him, 
dragged away his attendant, and hurried him 
back to the presence of the empress dowager. 

For months afterward the emperor did not 
leave the little palace by the Southern sea, 
at the lower end of the great lotus lake; in 
the western gardens, adjoining the forbidden 
city of Pekin. The little palace is a gem vf 
Chinese architecture and decoration, and 
rises from a terrace platform bordered with 
pavilions and kiosks overhanging the water. 
A bridge, a flat platform that could be raised 
at will, connected it with the outer court 
of the winter palace, the residence of the 
empress dowager. 

When this sad little Trianon by the South- 
ern sea was shown me, the rooms had been 
stripped of ‘every portable, detachable, pack- 
able article, and the German officers, who 
were playing tennis in the inside court, were 
using camp stools and boxes when they dined 


on common tables brought in from any 


humble barrack. 
There and at the summer palace the em- 
peror has passed his life in apathy, reverie, 


and melancholy, giving some time to study 


and reading and amusing himself with pet 
animals. Four eunuchs, who were most at- 
tached to him, were withdrawn, three be- 
headed, and one sent to exile, and ever sihce 
his attendants are changed every other day. 
He has no confidants, no companions, alone 
in the crowd of courtiers, princes, eunuchs, 
and women—an idle, silly, teasing boy, says 


one person; ‘a sad faced, broken hearted 


prisoner, says another; while others claim 
that his reason has failed, and others that 
he is playing a part, biding. his time, and 
trusting no one. Who can he trust? Who 
can he appeal to? How can he be heard, 
and what can he do?

When the modern Confucius had fied to 
Hongkong it took all the energy of the 
colonial police to protect him, and he was 
sent on to Singapore for safe keeping. It 
taxed the Straits authorities, and, as re- 


‘wards for his head were offered, and the 


price rose to hundreds of thousands of taels, 
Singapore began to fill up with highbinders 
and ruffians and secret political agents from 
China. 

While there Kang Yu Wei was the idol of 
the great group of enlightened Chinese of 
that free city—men who have had English 
education in the Settlement and many of 
whom have taken degrees at Scotch and 
English universities. To one of these most 
progressive Singapore Chinese, Dr. Lim 
Boon Keng, who holds the diploma and de- 
gree of Edinburg University and Medical 
School and enjoys a large practice in Sin- 
gapore, Kang Yu. Wei talked his views at 
length. They were written out in English 
and printed in a Singapore newspaper, and 
while delayed there for a steamer connec- 
tion three years ago a scrap book volume of 
these letters of the refugee was lent me to 
read. They were admirable essays, but they 
did not betray any practical statesmanship; 
did not lead to or argue for any definite end. 


Kang Yu Wei had then been spirited away, 
and none knew his hiding place, save his 
nearest friends and the worried British off- 
clals. In driving about Penang a week later 
I was shown the old headquarters residence 
by the parade ground, where Kang Yu Wei 
was staying as the guest of the Straits gov- 
ernment—a Sepoy sentry pacing up and down 
before the gate, another guard visible within. 

How in the world did you learn he was 
here? asked a cotonial official when, just 
for the sake of conversation, he was asked 
to lend an interpreter to go with us to see 
the modern Confucius. 

O, no, I couldn't do that. In fact, I don’t 
know that such a person lives here, said 
the cautious one; and then—caution to the 
winds—" but if you see him, do let me know 
what Confucius has to say.“ 

But the sage was not seen by any casual 
tourists idling about Penang. 


ODELL CALLED TO WASHINGTON. 


President Summons New Yorker and He 
May Become Cha.:rman'of the 
National Committee. 


Albany, N. T., March 1.—President Roose- 
velt has summoned Gov. Odell to Washington 
and the inference placed upon the summons 
tonight by those well informed is that the 
president intends to ask Gov. Odell to accept 
the chairmanship of the national committee.

It becomes clearer and clearer every day 
that the charges against Mr. Deneen bear a 
greater resemblance to than to missiles. 
They are general and vaporous rather than 
specific and substantial. They obscure and 
bewilder.

Fog number one has d its center in 

the practice of releasing offenders of certain 
types on their own zance. The 
sound of this fog is in itself enough to dis- 
may the ordinary intell pedestrian. 
“ What right has Mr. een to release 
offenders on any pretext of that kind? A 
thing called a recognizance enn hardly be 
moral. Particularly when it belongs to the 
offender.” But wait. What isthe kind of 
release on recognizance which is now under 
consideration? It is simply a suspension 
of punishment good behavior. Itisa 
parole. It is based on the same principle 
which produced the probation system of the 
Illinois Juvenile court. It is of a piece 
with the parole systems which modern crim- 
inology has introduced into all the most hu- 
mane communities in the world. Besides, 
it is a function of the courts and not of the 
state’s attorney's office. The state's attor- 
ney’s office may make recommendations. It 
can go no farther. The decision lies with 
the courts. How absurd to charge Mr. 
Deneen with a practice which, in the first 
place, is directly in line with modern meth- 
ods of reforming criminals, and which, in the 
second place, is absolutely at the discretion 
of persons not connected with his office! 
It is true that Mr. Deneen’s office has ree- 
ommended certain releases on recognizance. 
It is also true, however, that in every such 
case a full and convincing explanation has 
been made to the investigating committee, 
Who are the men in whose favor recogni 
zance recommendations have been made? 
Young men guilty of a first small offense ang 
likely to be injured by association with ex- 
perienced criminals. Decent men over- 
| taken in drink and entitled to all the con- 
sideration due to an otherwise blameless 
life. Men, in short, whose cases either 
were involved in extenuating circumstances 
or else implied a reasonable hope of reforma- 
tion. Read the investigating committee’s 
stenographic report. ou will notice that 
wherever Mr. Deneen’s office is connected 
with a release on recognizance the motive 
recommending the release is proved by the 
record to be above reproach. A release 
on recognizance is not in itself a bad thing. 
When properly used it is a good thing. Mr. 
Deneen has used it properly. 

Fog number two has spread its dusky 
wings over the commutation of prison sen- 


tences. Here again we have what lawyers 


call an ignoratio elenchi and what the rest 
of us call a barking up the wrong tree. Com- 
muting a sentence, like releasing a prisoner 
on his own recognizance, is a function of 
the bench and not of the prosecution. In 
only eight or ten cases has Mr. Deneen’s 


| office recommended a commutation. In all 


the other cases whatever blame exists must 
rest on judicial clemency. The men to in-

Fog number three is denser than either of 
the others and reflects greater discredit on 
its fatuous—or pestilential—sources, It is 
said that prisoners charged with grave 
| offenses are convicted of lighter offenses and 
are then sent to the bridewell or to the 
county jail instead of to the penitentiary. 
Well, so they are. We needed no investi- 
gating committee to tell us this. From time 
immemorial it has been the habit of public 
prosecutors to compromise with a prisoner 
on a lighter charge when there was reason 
to suppose that there would be difficulty in 
securing proof of the graver charge. 

The new indeterminate sentence law, 
' from which Mr. Deneen’s predecessors did 
not suffer—it was not in existence in their 
. day—accentuates the necessity for this 
practice. The court has been deprived of 
its power to fix the length of time which the 
prisoner must spend in Joliet. The prisoner 
therefore refuses to compromise on a Joliet 
sentence. He knows that if he pleads guilty 
and goes down to Joliet he will stay there 
until such time as the board of pardons 
pleases to let him out, or until the longest 
term of imprisonment provided by law for 
his offense has been served. This prospect 
is disagreeable to him. He says to himself: 
Jean gain nothing by pleading guilty. 
Pleading guilty will not shorten the term of 
my imprisonment. I will plead not guilty. 
I will insist on a trial.” 

Now, what would trying to give every 
prisoner a trial mean? It would mean that 
while a few prisoners were being tried a 
large number who had not yet been tried 
would be released. The period during which 
they could legally be detained would have 
expired. Our judges arefew. Our legal 
procedure is tedious. Even whem some 
cases are compromised we have great diffi- 
culty in keeping up with our dockets. [If 


conclusion of a long trial scores of prisoners 
would never come totrial atall. The con- 
gestion in the courts would result in the re- 
lease of these prisoners without punishment 
of any kind. 

Under such circumstances, what course is 
open to a practical public prosecutor? Only 
one. It is better that some disposition should 
be made of each case than that many cases 
should altogether escape punishment. The 
public prosecutor therefore allows a certain 
number of prisoners to plead guilty to minor 
offenses and sends them to the bridewell or 
to the county jail for as long a term as possi- 
ble. Terms in the bridewell or in the county 
jail can be fixed by thecourt. The prisoner 
is willing to plead guilty and get a fixed 
term. He is not confronted as he would be 
at Joliet with an indeterminate sentence. 
This is all that the charge of “ compromising 
with crime amounts to. 

All the charges against Mr. Deneen will 
be found on close scrutiny to be eddying 
somewhere in the three fogs that have been 
mentioned. Is there any mind in which 
such filmy, tenuous stuff can be forged into 
a solid weapon? 

Before the anti-crime committee’s inves- 
tigation Mr. Deneen was generally regarded 
in the community as an honest and efficient 
public servant. The investigation has sim- 
ply proved his honesty and efficiency.

TO IMPAIR RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 


The rural free delivery carriers are con- 
siderably stirred up by the bill introduced in 
congress which cuts them off from many 
of their present privileges. It is said that 
three-fourths of the carriers have declared 
they would be forced to resign if the bill 


passes, 


The proposed bill will increase the pay of 
the rural carriers to $720 a year. But they 
will continue to furnish their own horses and 
wagons. On some of the routes four horses 
are necessary—two at each end—as well as 
The carrier argues, and with 
apparent reason, that he could pot keep up 
such a considerable equipment on such an 
inconsiderable stipend unless he were able 
to eke out a little extra money by acting as 
expressman, messenger, and general agent 
for the farmers on his route. If the carrier 
used a government equipage for his private 
purposes there would be ample ground to 
complain against the ‘practice. But since 
he uses his own “ rig,” it seems unjust to 
pass a law saying he shall not carry parcels 
as well as mail to his friends along the road. 

But if the carriers complain against the 
new bill, what will the farmersthink? The 
carrier has already become a necessity to 
the farmer, and has robbed farm life of half 
its loneliness. Ten years ago the farmer 
was lucky who could get into town to do his 
errands oftener than once a week.

STORY OF BOHEMIA. 
“The Masterfolk,” by Haldane MacFall, 
Is Worth Reading to the End. 

Seldom does a novelist get his story under 
way with greater promise of interest for 
the reader than Haldane MacFall has done 
in the early chapters of THE MASTER- 
FOLK” (Harper & Bros.). For the setting 
of his stage, which is large enough to ac- 
commodate a host of characters, mostly 
good, Mr. MacFall uses first the Bohemia of 
London, and later the Quartier Latin. Again 
and again there have been fairly adequate 
delineations of the latter, with its gay crowd 
of students and grisettes, guiltless of thought 
of the morrow. So there is nothing new in 
this picture, good though it be; but in the 
author’s own country he is perfectly at home, 
showing us the modern English Bohemia, 
whose people and their bohemianism are 
mostly imported or patterned after the con- 
tinental article. All of this affords oppor- 
tunities for graphic description and the in- 

‘troduction of types, many of which are un- 
necessary, despite their momentary attrac- 
tion.

ET out a map of the United States 

and look at the space occupied by 

the state of California. Now imagine 

that a few more than half the total 

population of the United States, in- 

cluding Alaska and the insular possessions, 

are living in the state of California and that 

California is entirely surrounded by water. 
Then you will begin to have an idea of the 


situation in Japan. 

But to make the conception true you will 
have to imagine Califor a divided into four 
good sized islands and something more than 
4,000 smal] ones. 

The total area of California is 158,300 
square miles. The Japanese islands cover 
not quite the same amount of pace. The 
population of California is not quite 1,500,000. 
Japan numbers 44,000,000 people. 

In other words, thirty times as many peo- 
ple are living in the same space in Japan as 
in California. 

If the whole United States was as thickly 
populated as is Japan the population of this 
country would be 1,000,600,000 human be- 
ings, or 100,000,000 than the present 
estimated population of the earth. 

Nor does that tell the whole story. 

In order to gain a true idea of the situa- 
tion of the Japanese people you must take 
into consideration the fact that only a small 
percentage of the small area of the empire 
is under cultivation. 

In Belgium, which is even more thickly 
populated than is Japan, the proportion ot 
cultivated land to the total area of the coun- 
try is 54 per cent. In France it is 50 per 
cent, and in Germany it is 43 per cent. But 
in tiny Japan, with its swarming millions, 
which, without additions from immigration, 
increases at the rate of half a million a year, 
only 14 per cent of the total area of the em- 
pire is under cultivation. 

Japan has always claimed that the small 
percentage of her area under cultivation is 
not due to any lack ot industry but to the 
fact that so large a part of the empire is 
made up of volcanic mountains and rocky 
slopes, which cannot be made arable. | 

In spite of this his, however, Japan is still 
chiefly an agricul country. In fact, 
until the ports of the island empire were 
thrown open to commerce its great popula- 
tion lived almost exclusively on what was 
raised on the little patches of farming land, 
amounting in the whole empire to a total of 
‘leas than one-third the area of the state of 
lilinois, added to the product of the fish- 
eries. 


A Japanese farm would make one of our 
western farmers laugh in derision. As one 
traveler says: There are no farms in 
Japan; there are only gardens.” A farm of 
twelve acres would be considered extremely 
large in Japan. The average holding for the 
whole of agricultural Japan is only a frac- 
tion over two acres. Naturally the farm- 
ers of Japan have no hired men. They and 
their families cultivate the tiny patch of 
ground. They have practically no cattle or 
other live stock. Ther chief instrument of 
cultivation is the spade, and working en- 
tirely by hand they bring their little farms 
to a high state of cultivation. 

A Japanese farmer needs little to sustain 
life. If he is rich enough to control a big 


and his family may add to their income by 
devoting their spare time to the production 
of silk, indigo; and cotton. If he should, is 
the busy season, need the assistance of some 
outside helpers in gathering his harvest he 
can hire all the male peasant laborers he 
wants at wages of 15 cents a day, while fe- 
male 0 will be satisfied with 9% cents 
a day. 
Small as these Japanese farms are, it is 8 
fact that the taxes paid by their owners 
furnished about half the tota] income of 
the mikado’s government. At present the 
tax rate is 8% per cent of the assessed valu- 
ation of the eultivated lands. Large as this 
may seem to American farmers, it is as noth- . 
ing to the taxes paid by Japanese farmers 
in the old days of the feudal system, which 


ernment took two-fifths of the total crop as its 
share of the taxes. Later the government 
share was raised to one-half, and at the same 
time those farmers who rented the land they 
tilled were forced to turn over one-half of 
the remaining half of the crop to their grasp- 
ing landlords. 

Thousands of Japanese are employed in the 
fisheries, as is natural in an island popula . 
tion. The product of the fisheries furnishes 
a large proportion of the food of the people, 
and within recent years canneries have bees 
established and modern methods of taking the 
fish largely adopted. The ancient and ex- 
tremely picturesque native method of catch- 
ing smelts and other comparatively small 
fish is still, however, followed on some * 
more remote islands. The men engaged in 
this industry go to work after nightfall and 
depend on the glare of torches to attract the 
fish to the top of the water. In each boat are 
carried several tame cormorants. These 
great birds, by nature fishermen, plunge over 
into the sea and come up with struggling | 
fish in their beaks. They have been taught, 
once the fish is captured, to swim at once to 
their master’s boat and yield the fish into his 
hands, but to make sure that the cormorant 
will not forget his lesson a firm iron ring is 
fastened about the throat of the bird, so that 
it is impossible for it to swallow if it would. 

Women and giris are largely employed in 
the fisheries. On some of the remote islands 
the fisher girls, armed with a knife and carry- 
ing a large bamboo basket attached to their 


erable distance and load their baskets with 
shellfish and edible seaweed, which they pro- 
cure by diving and detaching them from the 
rocks to which they cling. The wages of a 
fisherman are about 19 cents a day.

There are no rich men in Japan, as judged 
by the standards of the United States. There 
are only two men in the empire who pay au 
income tax on over $125,000 a year. More 
astonishing still to American eyes are the 
statements that there are only 18 men in the 
empire who pay on $20,000 a year; 67 on 
$12,000; 96 on $8,500; and 140 on $5,500. Out of 
every 1,000 in the empire there are only seyen 
who have incomes which equal $1,860 a year, 
Yet the 44,000,000 people of this compara- 
tively poor little country buy from the out- 
side world 
$7 each. 


Tue total wealth of the empire of Japan? has 
been estimated as follows: 


The Russian empire has a total population 
of 128,161,000, or not quite three times as 
many as Japan. The dominions of the Rus- 
sian empire embrace a total ol 8,379,000 
square miles, or fifty-five times as much as 
Japan.

In Making Us— 

Dresses of gingham, madras, piques, etc., 
especially when domestic material is chosen, 
the goods should be shrunk before cutting. 

This may be done by dipping the fabric 
quickly in ‘water, allowing it to remain long 
enough to wet it thoroughly, but by no 
means soaking it. 

Lift it from the water and drain, without 
wringing; hang so that threads run straight 
and shake from time to time until almost 
dry, then press carefully with a hot iron. 

The rapid drying thus induced will result 
in the desired shrinking. 

Heavy linens or fine French or silk ging- 
hams do not require treatment of this kind, 
but these should be cut invariably accord- 
ing to the thread, otherwise they will be 
sure to hang unevenly after their first vistt 
to the laundry. 3 

A common source of dissatisfaction in the 
appearance of wash dresses made in the 
materials above described is to be traced to 
the employment of a too fine machine stitch, 
which often puckers a seam badly, es- 
pecially if the material has not been shrunk 
previous to making. 

Even with exceedingly fine organdy a me- 
dium sized stitch is preferable, especially for 
long seams, such as occur in skirts. 

This is a defect in home dressmaking that 
should be equally guarded against in the 
stitching of veilings, cloths, India silks, or 
suk ginghams. , 

Even where stitching ts employed as gar- 
niture a smoother effect will be gained by 
setting the machine so as to bring from 
eighteen to twenty-two stitches within the 
inch. 

In stitching up bias seams in ginghams or 


tained by backing them with a’ narrow 
bias strip of same material. Stayed in this 
way there need be no fear of disaster after 
laundering. 


A Child’s Breakfast— 


Should always inelude porridge or gruel 
in some form with cream. ; 

For a long time a child will rely for fats 
chiefly on butter and cream, of which he 
hence needs large supplies, 

Give him whole wheat bread, which con- 
tains not only starch but gluten, and aids in 
making bone and muscle as well as in supply- 
ing force. 

Graham bread, which retains the husk of 
the grain, has a teridency to produce intes- 
tinal irritation. 

Besides the various breakfast cereals, 
whose name is a legion of legions, let him 
have rice as a vegetable at his noon dinner 
or as a supper dish, serving with it always 
plenty of milk or butter, 

When you give him potatoes, which are 
only 18 per cent starch to 75 per cent water, 
so that he must devour a large bulk to 
get a modicum of nutrition, be sure that they 
are well baked, or stewed in milk, or boiled 
and whipped to a cream. 

Let the child have toast, which is starch 
in a more advanced stage of conversion 
toward sugar than dry bread, and vary the 
butter toast with milk toast, cream toast, 
tomato toast. 

Seek eternal and everlasting variety, whic 
is as essential to appetite and digestion in a 
chiid’s as that of an adult. 

So much for a child’s starchy foods, which, 
so long as the heat of the body must be main- 
tained, is needed as food fuel.

Mansfield in Notable Play. 

New York, March 1.—Richard Mansfeld 
made his reéntrance to New York at the 
Knickerbocker theater tonight in a notable 
performance of Alexis Tolstol’s tragedy, 
Aside from the fact 
that it was the first American performance 
of this portion of Tolstoi’s trilogy and was 
in itself one of the most important events of 
the dramatic season, the peculiar interest 
that is now attached to things Russian at- 
tracted a noteworthy first night attendance. 

The play is laid in 1884, the last year of 
Ivan’s life, when the iron will, the superb 
arrogance, the masterfulness and splendid 
physical attributes which earned for him 
the title of The Terrible were beginning 
to break under the menace of open and secret 
foes, of plots, the cares of empire, the loss 
of possessions, and his own furious ex- 
cesses, 

The action begins with a scene in the coun- 
cil chamber where Ivan in an excess of 
gloomy despair proposes to abdicate and 
enter a monastery, but, yielding to the 
Boyars, he reconsiders this decision, and, 
calling into play his great craftiness and 
duplicity, plots desperately to retain the 
throne and crush his powerful enemies, 
Through five acts and eight scenes the som- 
ber tragedy that ends in Ivan's death at 
the hands of his household is carried, giving 
opportunity for a series of superb pictures 
of the semi-barbaric court of the Russia of 
some three centuries ago. 

In preparing the production Mr. Mansfield 
had the use of the original-costume plates 
and scene models of the imperial theater of 
St. Petersburg, and the careful attention 
that has been given to the accuracy of de- 
tails and the splendid mounting resulted in 
a production not only scenically beautiful 
but interesting from a historical viewpoint, 

Until four years ago the public !mpersona- 
tion of the czar as a stage character was 
prohibited in Russia. When the ban was 
removed by the czar’s order the first play

Tou will readily see the force of this argument 
in favor of Buffalo when you consider that New 
York City today is strenuously endeavoring to 
adopt our plan by using salt wafer. There is not 
a hydrant in the most remote part of Buffalo that 
has not at least a pressure of ten pounda and this 
le quite sufficient to handle any fire in those re- 
mote parts when a steamer responds to the alarm. 

“We think e n suggestions of the board come 
at an opportune time in order to get sore result 
from them. We shall. avail ourselves of every 
opportunity to enforce the necessity of action upon 
the council. Our association is taking the matter 
up, and we have the commissioner of public works 
with us—in fact, we think it entirely due him 
that the whole matter has been brought up. He 
seems to be in perfect harmony with the board 
and inspector.
